Novelty 

None of the above documents reveals the configuration of the braking members, described in the 
claims. Therefore, the invention according to claims 1-19 is considered to be novel. 



Inventive step 

This claimed invention relates to a hinge structure for a flat visual display device which functrons 
as a structure between the fiat visual display device and a supporting portion of the display 
device so as to allow both of the display device and the supporting portion to smoothly operate as 
well as readily adjust braking force applied thereto owing to frictional force. 

01 teaches a closing control and opening free assembly for a hinge connection between a first 
segment and a second segment. 

02 reveals a control assembly for a hinge connection between a first segment and a second 
segment. 

Neither D1 or 02 teaches the characteristics of this invention, that its braking members are 
cylindrically configured and Inserted in the circular contact face between the outer circumference 
of the rotational shaft and the Inner circumference of the braking housing. 

Therefore, this invention is considered to. Involve an Inventive step.
